That the said steamship be appro veil by 
the Secretary of the Navy as suitable, for 
the purposes of laid expedition, and there 
tdiAll be maintained thereon, without ex­ 
pense to the United States, a school with a 
capacity for at least SUO students, together 
with a competent faculty for the promo­ 
tion of scientific and nautical knowledge. 
And it is further provided. That in no case 
shall meicanille or commercial ventures 
form any part ot 6&ld expedition, or the 
Government of the United States be now 
or hereafter subjected to any expense on 
account thereof. 
Approved March 28,1378. 
W h e r e a s, James Gordon Bennett, a cit­ 
izen of the United States, ha9 purchased in 
Great Britain a vessel supposed to be spe­ 
cially adapted to Arctic expeditions, and 
proposes, at his own cost, to fit out and 
man said vessel, and to devote her to efforts 
to solve the Polar proble rn ; and

THAT FLYING MACHINE. 


A P ra c tic a l f r e t a t th e R ah (b itte n 
P a r tia l Steintie a a f a P ro b le m .

At half-past three 
o'clock the Professor gave those present an 
opportunity to inspect the ship, which was 
then fastened to the flooring of the music 
stand rn the main building. The machine 
may be best desen bod by terming it an 
elongated balloon, to which is suspended a 
steering ap par ut u?. The balloon consists 
of a large cyndncal gas bag, twenty-four 
feet long and twelve lect in diameter. Tnis 
Is bronzed and thoroughly gas tight Sus­ 
pended to this balloon is a framework of 
light polished iron rods on which the op 
erator sits sod works the steering appara 
las. Borne idea of the form of this car may 
be obtained by describing it as the 
skeleton 
of 
a 
single 
scull, 
such 
as are frequently in use on the Schuylkill. 
Imagine that the stern of this boat is cut od 
right behind the rower, and it gives the 
Idea exactly. On the stern of this skeleton 
framework is placed a four-bladed air pro­ 
peller. 
The operator is placed In some­ 
thing like a velocipede seat, and has in 
front of him a wheel, which is turned by 
handles affixed to its axis. 
Directly un­ 
derneath the operator is another air pro­ 
peller, something akin to that of a steam­ 
ship. This has a downward motion, and 
when the wheel is turned revolves with 
something like 2000 revolutions per min­ 
ute. When the operator is seated on the 
machine the entire weight of the whole 
apparatus exceeds the lifting capacity by 
two pounds; in other words, that amount 
of power has to be exerted by the propeller 
downward on the air to raise the machine. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock the signal was 
and the huge ship slowly ascended. 
found, however, that a lighter.operator was 
required, and a sm a ll boy with considerer 
hie pluck and promptitude, volunteered to 
act at the aeronaut. 
He got into the seat, 
turned the wheels, the tan propeller rose 
slowly and steadily some Atty feet.

descending to the orders cl the inventor it 
was sent forward, backward, turned in a 
circle, and made to ascend and descend at 
will. The tests demonstrated very concio- 
lively that in the still atmosphere of a 
building the balloon can be controlled, but 
it is difficult to ase bow the tamo results 
cool J be obtained in the outer air. 
As it 
is, however, the huge balloon, sailing inside 
the great building, will he a feat so unusu­ 
al as to attract large crowds of spectators, 
and the trial trips will certainly add much 
to the interest of the world of novelties 
BOW gathered in the main building.

Franklin’s Version of the Killing 
Volante in Pawtucket. 
From the New York San. 
Mrs. Jennie Franklin, advertised as “the 
daring shot, and principal m the terrible 
catastrophe and innocent killing of a wom­ 
an on the stage in Pawtucket,*’ stepped on 
the stage of Tony Pastor’s theatre, at the 
matinee yesterday, gun in hand. She Is 
rive and a hall feet in stature, and lithe and 
straight as an Indian. A blue velvet cape, 
knotted to her shoulders with ribbons, 
hung jauntily down her back, leaving her 
arms free. Blue short skirts, snow-white 
tights and blue leggings adorned the rest 
oi her graceful figure. Before she shot 
Volante, a little|more than three weeks 
ago, ber cheeks were rosy and she Weighed 
57 pounds. Now she weighs 119 pounds 
and her cheeks are pale. 
Mrs. Franklin** twenty-Bine-pound gun 
was held with the steadiness of a Creed­ 
moor rifleman. Her husband fastened ap­ 
ples on the lace of a target, and she split 
them in two with bullets. She extinguish­ 
ed a lighted candle and broke a clay pipe. 
The rauge was the width of the stage. At 
last turning her back to the target, she 
pointed the gun over her shoulder, and tak­ 
ing aim over the reflection of the gun in a 
mirror, at the reflection ot the apple— 
* misled, bhe tried three times without suc­ 
cess, aud then bringing her gnu to an order 
Janus, with an angry pout, bowed and re­ 
tired, the spectators heartily applauding. 
“I could haye hit the apple,’* «he ex­ 
plained in the green -re om, “if the audi- 
ance had kept still. Just as I was raising 
the guo I could hear people say— 
'That’s the shot she killed Vol&ute in. 
“I had to miss then. I cm hear what 
people say if it is only a whisper in the 
back part ot the room. Then some ladies 
in one of .the boxes made remarks about 
me. I want people to know odc thing 
that I never shoot below tho mark,

doctor inserted a probe, which cut the 
principal vein that carries the blood all 
through the head.

the hair away from the wound where it 
came out.

A Little Romance, 
Louisville Couricr-Jouriikl: A very In­ 
teresting little romance came to light rn 
this city a short time ago, in which George 
Keats Owathmey, a nephew of the poet 
Keats, takes the prom men Impart. 
George 
Keats Gwathmsy, ie a eon of Mr. George 
Gwathm&y,’deceased, who was, some thir­ 
ty years ago, cashier of the bank of Ken­ 
tucky, in this city. 
His mother, was, be­ 
fore her marriage, Gcorgi ma Keats, whose 
father, George Keats, sixty years ago came 
to Kentucky, and settled rn the place where 
Louisville now stands. 
When only a few 
years of age he was left an orphan, his 
lather leaving an ample fortune in trust 
for his son. 
When George became old 
enough to attend school he was sent to the 
best conducted ones in the country, and 
early distinguished himself in such a man­ 
ner that a great future was promised for 
the young student. When 'about fourteen 
years fold his whole nature seemed to 
change, and instead ol being known as 
the student aud model boy, he came to bo 
known ai the worst among his associates. 
He was known far and wide as the incor­ 
rigible bad boy. 
His whole time was 
employed 
In 
Inventing 
unheard 
of attroclties, each wilder and 
more 
shocking than the last. Some mem­ 
bers of his family, thinking that a short 
experience In the naval service might cure 
the young man of his pranks got him an 
appointment, and be went to sea. It is 
said he deserted, and when caught was 
pardoned by the President, his family hay­ 
ing great Influence in Washington at the 
time. In the year 1805 he disappeared, 
and in a few years his family gave him up 
for dead. 
A few weeks ago the property of his fa­ 
ther, George Gwathmey, was divided be­ 
tween his father’s two sisters, Mrs. Poin­ 
dexter and Mrs. Fry. The latter lady is a 
widow of General Cary Fry, of the United 
States army. 
A few days ago a letter was received 
from George Keats Gawthmey by mem­ 
bers of the Keats family residing in this 
city, dated at Austin, Texas. He has not 
been dead by any means, but since his dis­ 
appearance has been traveling in Europe 
aod Asia, and was for some years on the 
Pacific coast. 
The strange phase of the whole story Is 
that he seemed to know nothing of the 
fortune that bas been lying for so many 
yean untouched, ne was written to im­ 
mediately* and will, no doubt, shortly make 
his appearance in Louisville. The courts 
have declared him dead, and It remains a 
point lo be seen wha! action they will take 
in the matter.
